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THE COW. 


The dairy cow, if able to express 
herself in a way which the human 


family would comprehend, might well- 


lay claim to being man’s best friend. 
She might establish such a claim by 
calling attention to the fact that from 
her product and from her carcass man 
manufactures more of the necessities 
of life than from any other similar 
source. She furnishes these necessi- 
ties to him from infancy until such a 
time as temporal things are no longer 
associated with his existence, and she 
does it ungrudgingly and constantly. 


In addition to contributing to man’s 
necessity and his pleasure, the pros- 
perity of an agricultural community 
is more clofsely identified with her 
than with any other of the domestic 
animals. The horse is quite an essen- 
tial in tilling the soil, but where ne- 
cessity requires it the sturdy son of 
the cow can take his place, as he has 
done in every agricultural section 
on earth. The horse can only furnish 
labor and can only return a profit to 
his owner when conditions are right 
for returning satisfactory grain crops. 
It is a wel known fact that the dairy 


cow is the salvation of the farmer in 
times of poor crops as she is able to 
convert the rough crops which are 
never a total failure, into dairy pro- 
ducts which always have a cash value. 

In addition to this she furnishes 
skim milk and butter milk for the 
calves, pigs, and poultry and fertility 
for the soil, without which a farm be- 
comes less valuable each year and 
the whole country less prosperous. 

The elimination of the dairy cow 
would necessitate an almost revolu- 
tionary readjustment of man’s tastes 
and requirements. It would mean un- 
told suffering and hardship. Of course 
she will not be dispensed with but her 
value can perhaps best be appreciated 
by contemplating such a loss. 

She will continue to be man’s best 
friend as long as the human family ex- 
ists and will keep on supplying him 
has done through all the ages.

MILK IN ENGLAND.

It has been recommended by the 
Cheshire Milk Producers’ Association, 
whose members represent many of the 
Cheshire, Shropshire, Derbyshire and 
North Wales dairies, that contracts 
for milk for the Manchester, Liver- 
pool and Birmingham districts should 
not be takén at less than 9 pence (18 
cents) per imperial gallon, an _  ad- 


vance of one-fourth pence (one-half 
cent). 

Inasmuch as the English imperial 
gallon measures 277.174 cubic inches 
and the American gallon 231+ cubic 
inches, 6 American gallons (1,386 
cubic inches) are practically equal to 
5 English gallons (1,386.27 cubic in- 
ches), so that the present price is 
equal to 3% cents per American quart 
wholesale.

Don’t discuss small-yield cows. 
Cut them out as fast as you Can. 
Increase the average yield per cow 
as fast as you can. The 3,000-pound 
yielder will be a heavy loser, the 
4,000-pounder will be a fairly large 
loser, the 5,000-pounder will be a 
small loser, the 6,000-pounder will 
bring the owner out about even, in 
the coming years. You should aim 
for 7,000-pounders at the very least; 
for only when that yield is reached 
con you be sure of a profit on your 
big-yield cows. Your business is to 
make milk. The Hollanders show 
you how to do it with their 8,000 to 
15,000-pound cows, whose _ yearly 
average is over 9,000 pounds of milk 
per year. 

Cut out the small-yield cow, whose 
only claimed virtue is that she puts 
five to seven per cent. butter-fat into 
her milk. That class of cows is the 
favorite class of the middlemen, who 
can skim or water such milk down 
to the fool state “standards,” and it 
is the ruination of the producers, 
since the 3,000-pound to 4,000-pound 
yearly yield of such cows is made at 
a cost of four to eight cents a quart, 
while the market price averages 
three to four cents a quart.—Minne- 
sota Dairyman.

cently been made from the Lakeside 
Herd to Mr. H. H. S. Handy for his 
beautiful farm at Cazenovia, his sum- 
mer residence. Ten very high class 
heifers coming 2 years old, nine of 
which have been bread to the beauti- 
ful young son of King Segis and De 
Kols 2d’s Alban De Kol. 

Those who are familiar with this 
breeding will recognize the ,fact that 
this bull comes very near having the 
best sire and the best dam of the 
breed. King Segis as a sire, for his 
age, has never been equaled and De 
Kol 2d’s Alban De Kol, for her age, 
has never been approached. 

To go with this herd, to supply milk 
for immediate family use, an elegant 
4-year-old cow was selected with the 





markings, form and quality of the 
Model Family. This young cow gave 
60 to 63 pounds milk per day for a 
long period this season on grass alone 
and milked but twice each day. 

In the selection of a bull Mr. Handy 
spared neither time, trouble or ex- 
pense, his choice finally falling on 
Lakeside Model Paul King De Kol, a 
son and duplicate in markings, form 
and quality, of the famous show bull 
Lakeside Model King, winner of the 
Ist prize in the 2 year old class, the 
Championship over all bulls over 2 
vears, and the Grand Championship 
over all ages at the recent N. Y. State 
Fair. His dam, Pauline Grovers De 
Kol 2d, one of the best young cows 
of the Model Family, has made a 


large iccord at each freshening com- 
mencing as a yearling, having been 
dry but a few weeks at any time since 
having her first calf. Her last test 
the past Spring at a few days over 
5 years, Was 25.54 pounds butter in 
7 days. Her full sister tested also at 
5 years, made 26.45 pounds butter in 
7 days. These cows were sired by 
President Butter Boy, one of the hand- 
somest bulls of the breed, the paternal 
head of the Model Family, and accord- 
ing to the records in the last Blue- 
book, the only bull of the breed with 
ten or more tested daughters, tested 
at an average age of less than 3% 
years, 60 percent of which have made 
A. R. O. records of over 20 pounds of 
butter in 7 days. 

His sire was Lakeside Model King, 
a son of De Kol 2d’s Alban De Kol, 
which carries the world’s record for 
both 7 and 30 days for ali cows 13 
years or over, viz, 26.56 pounds and 
109.71 pounds, and had not been dry 
a day in five years when these records 
were made. Her sire, De Kol 2d’s 
Alban is the only bull ever born, ac- 
cording to the last Blue-book with 13 
or more A. R. O. daughters, 69 percent 
of which have records over 20 pounds. 

This same cow was also his great- 
grand-dam, while his sire and grand- 
dam were both by President Butter 
Boy mentioned above.

Mr. Handy did wisely in taking witl 
him his good wife, who is an excel- 
lent judge of Holstein-Friesian cattle, 
and visiting nearly all the leading 
herds of the breeders in this state be- 
fore buying. I predict that Cazenovia 
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will soon possess one of the fine herds 
of central New York. The commence- 
ment will justify this prediction.

Upon close investigation, we believe, 
it will be found that the larger por- 
tion of what are to-day popularly con- 
sidered the greatest sires of the breed 
were bred and bern at the Brook- 
side Stock Farms owned by Henry 


Stevens & Son of Lacona, N. Y. Per- 
haps it was this fact, more firmly 


impressed after having spent consider- 
able time and many miles of travel 
in v.siting some of the most success- 
ful and widely known herds, that led 
Mr. R. Bohren of Monticello, Ia., to 
visit our herd in quest of the best 
young sire to be obtained to head 
his herd. Mr. Bohren is an exception- 
ally good judge of Holstein-Friesian 
cattle, was determined to secure the 
best bull to be found, ana not the 
minutest detail in regard to either 
breeding or individuality escaped his 


attention. It took but little investi- 
gation for Mr. Bohren to decide to 
ship back to Iowa the young sire, 


Walker Korndyke Butter Boy, a bull 
which in point of breeding and _ in- 
dividual excellence it would be hard 
indeed to duplicate, and had it not 
been for the fact that he was so 
closely related to our herd sires and a 
large proportion of the females in 
our herd we would have been very re- 
luctant to part with him. 

The sire of Walter Korndyke Butter 
Boy is our Walker Korndyke Segis, 
who has been pronounced by compe- 
tent judges to be individually the best 
son of King Segis, whose work as a 
sire is too well known to need men- 
tion here. None of the daughters of 
Walker Korndyke Segis have yet come 
in milk, but they are an exceptionally 
promising lot, showing great udder 
development, much constitution and 
capacity and are beautiful individuals. 
Lillian Walker 3d, the dam of Walter 
Korndyke Segis, made 23.456 pounds 
butter in a week and 91.998 pounds in 
30 days at two years old, which records 
stood for about two years as. the 
World’s largest records for a _ heifer 
with first calf. At her next calving 
she made in a week 26.85 pounds and 
at her next calving 28.741 pounds but- 
ter in a week and 113.306 pounds in 
30 days. This cow we believe at her 
next calving will be listed in the w0- 
pound class. She was sired by Sr 
Korndyke Manor De Kol, a full broth- 
er to our Korndyke Butter Boy, and 
was out of Lilian Walker. Lilian 
Walker was a great dairy cow her- 
self, and has become famous through 
the work of her progeny. 

The dam of Walter Korndyke Butter 
Foy is Belle Korndyke’s Daughter, the 
largest record daughter of that truly 
great cow, Belle Korndyke, the found- 
stion cow of the Korndyke family.
